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The  Iowa,  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Icm  unit  of 
a  nation-T/ide  organization  which  is  entrusted  '7ith  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  Rtate  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  l-larketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
one- hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  Stpites. 

The  general  program  of  the  lo-'-'a  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  puhlic  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  o.  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  lov/a  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  ea.ch  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports  uixder  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  ^ork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  ""'ork  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  27  and  29. 

The  lo'-m  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  to^mships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA  AGRICTJLTUEAL  STATISTICS  -  ADAIR  COUNTY 


At  its  beginning  Adair  County  was  a  -part  of  the  original  Des  Moines 
County,  ^nth  its  northern  tier  of  tomships  belonging  to  old  Keolcuk  County. 
It  was  established  as  it  now  ntands  and  named  for  General  John  Adair,  a 
distinguished  officer  in  the  war  of  1S12,  by  an  act  of  the  Iowa  Legisla- 
ture of  January  I5,  IS5I.  and  attached  to  Cass  County  for  judicial  and  a.d- 
ministrative  purposes. 

The  first  election,  held  in  1S5^,  located  the  county- seat  at  Summer- 
set.    This  name  was  changed  in  I856  ^7  act  of  the  Legislature  to  lonta- 
nelle.     Greenfield  was  laid  out  in  1856  and  after  a  long  and  bitter  strug- 
gle the  county- seat  was  moved  there  in  1875* 

Thomas        Johnson,  origina.lly  from  Indiana,  -probably  was  the  first 
settler  of  the  county.     He  came  from  Page  County  in  I8U9  and  settled  in 
Washington  township  in  the  southwest  corner  of  the  county.     He  la.ter 
built  a  saw  and  grist  mill  and  became  the  post-master  of  the  little 
settlement  there. 

'^fith  the  coming  of  the  Chicago  and  Rock  Island  Railroad  along  the 
northern  border  of  the  county  in  1868  the  population  of  the  settlement 
increased  to  a  marked  degree  and  the  inhabitants  turned  from  a  more  or 
less  stock  farming  industry  to  a  mixed  stock  and  grain  farming  1/ , 

The  county  has  the  "doubtful  honor"  of  being  the  scene  of  the  first 
train  robbery  in  Io"a.     In  1873  Jesse  James  and  his  gang  robbed  a  train 
a  few  miles  west  of  Adair  and  escaped  into  Missouri  with  their  loot.  A 
line  of  the  "Underground  Railway"  passed  through  Fonta.nelle  between  I85O 
and  I861  2/. 

Area 

Adair  Coxinty  is  approximately  2U  miles  each  ''^ay,  embracing  ^573  SQiJ-are 
miles  or  3^6,720  acres  _3/  of  which  358>856  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands 
U /  .     There  are  18  tovnaships  in  its  a.rea  and  it  ranks  3O  in  point  of  size 
in  the  State.     Cherokee  Coimty  hr  s  the  same  rank. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Adair  County  have  been  grouped  into  four  classes  accord- 
ing to  their  location  and  origin;  najmely,  drift,  loess,  terrace  and  s'miip 
and  bottomland.     The  drift  soils  comprise  37*9  per  cent  of  the  entire  sur- 
face and  are  divided  into  the  Shelby  loams — J^G.h  per  cent,  and  the  Lindley

loam — 1.5  per  cent.     The  loess  soils  take  up  51*6  per  cent  of  the  total 
and  are  divided  into  the  Tama  silt  loam — ^O.k  per  cent,  and  the  Clinton 
and  Grundy  loams,  which  have  less  than  one  per  cent  each.    The  amount  of 
the  terrace  soil  in  this  count;"  is  negligible,  comprising  only  .05  per 
cent  of  the  total  land  area.     The  swamp  and  "bottomland  soils  cover  10 
per  cent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  the  'TTa'bash  loam — S.U  per 
cent — and  the  Waba.sh  clay  loam--1.6  per  cent  • 

Topography 

The  topography  of  this  county  offers  a  diversity  of  surface,  varying 
from  fairly  level  to  strongly  rolling,  with  frequent  rough,   sometimes  steep 
slopes  along  the  south  side  of  ea,st  and  west  floY/ing  streams. 

The  ]iigher  land  of  the  county — the  Mississippi  and  ''issouri  water- 
shed—  extends  southward  from  the  center  of  the  county,  through  Greenfield 
to  the  south  line. 

There  are  no  large  rivers,  but  the    'iddle  Nodaway  in  the  west,  and 
the  Grand,  iliddle  and  North  rivers  in  the  eastern  part  ^dth  their  tribu- 
taries furnished  adequate  drain^.ge  for  practically  all  parts  of  the  coixnty 

Glima.te 

The  annual  average  temperature  of  Adair  County  is        degrees  and  the 
average  precipitation  is  32.12  inches.     The  mean  growing  season  between 
the  killing  frosts  of  April  29  and  October  9  is  163  days  in  length  ]_/ » 

Population 

The  county  grew  very  slowly  in  population,  only  120  being  enumerated 
in  the  State  census  of  18^^.     ^Jith  the  coming  of  the  railroad,  however, 
it  began  to  increase  rapidly,  and  by  I9OO  the  number  of  inhabitants  totaled 
16,192.     After  this  date  the  number  began  to  decrease.     The  density  is  2U 
per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  UU.     The  following 
table  shows  ten-y^^^ar  enumerations  which  have  been  compiled  from  the  various 
Federal  and  State  census  reports.

In  1930,  2929  of  the  total  population  of  Adair  County  were  of  foreign 
"born,  or  native  white  of  foreign  born  or  mixed  parentage,  a"bout  21  per 
cent  of  the  '-'hole.     Of  this  nuin"ber  1,323  are  of  G-erman  descent,  3OI  Danish 
and  ^3^-'  of  Irish  descent.     Other  nationalities  are  represented  "by  very 
small  num"bers  12/  . 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  seven  cooperative  institutions  operating  in  this 
county — three  elevators,  two  lumber  yards,  one  creamery  and  one  petroleum 
plant  13/  . 

As  a  whole  they  had  1,360  members,  of  which  266  were  active,  and  U,2^0 
persons  did  business  with  the  seven  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives 
had  a  business  volume  of  $9^3 » 807  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  did 
$27^,266  -rorth  of  business  I3/ . 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the 
other  function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodi- 
ties for  distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  coopera- 
tives market  farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons. 

Fruit  Production 

Fruit  production  is  relatively  unimportant  in  Adair  County.     The  Fed- 
eral Census  of  Agriculture  for  Iowa,  1935  lists  10,5^6  apple  trees  bear- 
ing 2,133  bushels;  3>879  cherry  trees  bearing  1,202  bushels;  7.128  peach 
trees  bearing  2,^79  bushels  and  8,29^  grape  vines  bearing  38,8^7  pounds 
of  grapes  ih/  .     Production  of  apples,  cherries,  grapes  and  pes.ches  has 
decreased  rather  markedly,  for  the  same  authority  reporting  for  1909  lists 
69)759  apple  trees  producing  6^,630  bushels;  7.179  cherry  trees  producing 
1,159  bushels;   lU,325  grape  vines  producing  68,^81  pounds  of  grapes  and 
5,229  peach  and  nectarine  trees  producing  5I  bushels  I5/ .

The  figures  in  this  table  for  the  years  1870-1935  inclusive  have  been  derived 
from  the  Federal  Censuses  for  lo^^a.     These  enumerations  have  been  made  as  of  differ- 
ent dates.     Some  enumerations  were  for  a  base  date  of  January  1,  others  for  a  base 
date  of  April  1,  and  others  for  Jixne  1. 

The  census  enumerations  made  in  I92O,  I925  and  1935  were  for  January  1.  For 
comparability  the  enumerations  made  for  the  base  dates  of  April  1  and  June  1  v/ere 
adjusted  to  an  equivalent  Januaiy  1  base.     This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  figures  for  1930,  1937.  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  tne  lo^^a  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm  as- 
sessor's figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
3''ears  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  23  and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjusted 
state  farm  assessor's  figures.
